yesterday afternoon. Delegates 
be chosen on a basis of one for eacl 
500 votes for Governor Pattison. 


Judge B. F. McCann of Dayton, was 


named for temporary chairman, re 
ceiving 19 votes to 2 votes by Mayor 
Johnson and the other Cleveland mem 
ber for. Mayor Dempsey of Cincinnati 
Price Russell of Wayne county was 
chosen secretary of the convention and 
B. S. Bartlow sergeant-at-arms. 


The Darke county contest between 


John Gilflllan and H. E. Small for in- 
dorsement as member of the county 
election board was settled in favor ot 
Gilfillan by a vote of 12 to 8. The 
committee recognized is headed by J 
C. Elliott and Guy C. Baker. 


Before the committee went into ses- 


sion Chairman Frank Harper of Mt. 
Vernon, proclaimed a sentiment that 
seemed to be generally shared by his 
fellow memebrs: 
, "We arejfree agents-in this commit 
tee, and" want no dictation. I am a 
member myself of no faction. I am 
not an, anti-Johnson man, an anti- 
Garber man, an anti-Bernard man or 
any other kind of an anti. I am for 
somebody, not against everybody wno 
does not agree with me. No man will 
get my vote because he is the repre- 
sentative or opponent of this leader or 
that." 


At the conclusion of the day's work 


it was announced in political circles 
that both Garber and Johnson 
had 


been spanked. That is true only in a 
"relative sense. It could be better stated 
by saying that the committee gave 
them respectful consideration, and did 


• as it thought best. 


There were no surface indications 


that a new political alliance has been 
formed. The one prominent fact that 
protrudes itself is that the committee 
refused to be a party to any contest 
between Chairman Garber and Mayor 
Johnson or between any other set of 
men. Lined up, there is no question 
but that the chairman would have the 
better of a contest, but the committee- 
men were too sage to permit them- 
selves to be used. It can be said that, 
judged from results, the committee ot 
yesterday was the antithesis of that 
which met Wednesday. It made the 
best of every opportunity presented to 
it while even the leaders of the Re- 
publican committee are prepared to ad- 
mit that their session was weakening. 
No chairman was forced upon 
the 


committee and no convention city was 
slighted. Both Canton and Sandusky 
yielded to Columbus as deserving the 
honor and the chairman was drafted. 
He is the representative of the Patti- 
son organization and a staunch Bryan 
man, the two requisites demanded of 
the presiding officer of ihe convention. 
In addition, he is well equipped as an 
orator and his presence is 
pleasing 


and commanding at the same time. 
At the last state convention he would 
have been a most formidable foe to the 
winner had the opposition cantered 
upon him instead of John Welty of 
Canton. In public life he has always 
stood for the better things and has 
always had the support of the moral 
forces of his home city and connty.

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FEUD REVIVED 


BY WEDDING 


Clansmen Wroth Because Leader Mar- 


ried Daughter of Eoeman. 


MEMBERS OF CLANS ARMING 


Two Noted Leaders of Opposing Par- 


ties Shot From Ambush 
While 


Riding Along a Lonely Road—Feud 
of Long Standing and Many Havo 
Been Killed on Both. Sides, 


Lexington, Ky., July 20.—A dis- 


patch received here from Sergeant, 
Ky., states that Dick Hall and John 
Thornberry, noted feud leaders, had 
been shot from amhush as they rode 
along a lonely 
mountain pathway. 


The men had been out on Hall's farm, 
and as they returned a volley of rifle 
bullets rained down on them from a 
nearby mountain, side. 


The men tried to respond to the 


fire, when another volley came, sev- 
eral bullets striking Hall and killing 
him instantly. Thornberry was also 
struck by several bullets, but 
lived 


several hours. The assassins escaped 
into the mountains, and no trace of 
them can be found. 


Many years a feud has exisled be- 


tween the Halls and 
Thornbferrys. 


Many people have been killed on both 
sides, but for more than a year peace 
has reigned. A short time ago John 
Thornberry married a member of the 
Hall family, and since then his fol- 
lowers had been very bitter against 
him, 
claiming that he had betrayed 


his clan. 


They had frequently threatened his 


life. Members of both sides 
are 


arming themselves and a battle is 
feared. Each side can muster about 
40 followers. 


Bloody Clash. . 


Lexington, Ky., July 20.—A des- 


patch from Jackson, Breathitt coun 
ty, states that at Hindman, Knott 
county, a bloody clash occurred be- 
tween feud factions and several peo- 
ple were killed. No names or partic- 
ulars could be secured, as Hindman 
is not entered by telephone or tele 
graph lines. Knott county is the scene 
of former feud wars between the Mul 
lins and Fleming factions, and it is 
believed they have met there.

Petersburg,

20.—At 
2 


o'clock this morning the lower house 
of parliament adopted an address to 
the country setting forth the attitude 
of parliament on the agrarian ques- 
tion and reasons for the delay in the 
solution of the great problem, but 
in an emasculated form, with changes 
designed to minimize the revolution- 
ary features of the document as an 
appeal to the people against the gov- 
ernment and to shift the 
emphasis 


to a note of pacification, in which the 
peasantry are exhorted to refrain 
from excesses and violence and 
to 


await parliament's decision 
in 
the 


matter. 


The vote was taken at the close of 


a sitting that lasted continuously for 
twelve hours, in which 
it 
seemed 


probable that the address would be 
rejected entirely 
by the combined 


votes of tha right and left wings of 
the house against the Irresolute Cen- 
ter party. The address was only saved 
from this fate by the abstention from! 
voting of 101 members of the Group 
"of Toil and sympathizers with that 
faction, who favored a more radical 
measure. There were only 124 votes, 
all constitutional Democrats, for the 
address and 53 against it. The min- 
ority comprised Count Hayden and 
Michael Stakovich, a marshal of tha 
nobility, and other members of tha 
Right, with a few-extremists from the 
Socialist camp. 


The session, which was a stormy 


one, was marked at one time by the 
withdrawal of the entile Group of 
Toil as a protest a~gainst "the reac- 
tionary attitude of the majority." 


Afterwards the caucus of the group 


determined to return to the chamber, 
but not to vote either for or against 
the address, on the ground that they 
would be playing into the govern- 
ment's banuS whichever way they vo- 
ted, and instead to draft an indepen- 
dent address to the people.

WOMEN'S RIGHTS. 


A well known gentleman said to an 


Advocate reporter, "Why is it that 
people are so very careful to blanket 
their horses when left standing out 
of doors in the winter time, but never 
think that shade in the summer time 
is just as essential for the welfare of 
horse as heat in the winter?" 


The reporter said it was a stick- 


ler and beyond his answering. People 
will come to town on a hot summer 
day, drive up to a telephone pole or 
hitching block, tie their horse and go 
away, leaving him to stand in the 
broiling sun for hours. It is not an 
uncommon occurrence for the police to 
often untie a horse ,-nd lead it across 
to the shady side of the street or 
around into an alley where the sun 
beats down with less warmth. The 
pa^ ed streets serve as a reflector on a 
hot day, and with the reflected as well 
as the direct rays of the sun beating 
down, one wonders why a horse is not 
subject to sun strokes. True there are 
but few places to tie horses. If ar- 
rangements could be made whereby a 
lot of ground could be leased and shel- 
ier sheds erected for the.benefit of the 
country people who rome to town to 
do their trading- it would be a nice 
thing not only for His farmer Init for 
the horses a<5 well.

It Seems The Professor's Statements 


at Chicago Were Garbled for 


Publication. 


Chicago, 
July 20.— Prof. Charles 


Zueblin gives the following interview 
to the Record-Herald: 


"I believe that engagements of mar- 


riage should exist from six months to 
a year before the parties to the con- 
tract are married, and that all en- 
gagements should be made public. I 
believe the chief causes of present 
evils in marriage conditions are short 
engagements and the fact that women 
are economically dependent upon men. 
I certainly do not advocate anything 
approaching 'probationary wedlock.' " 


This, in brief, is the matrimonial 


creed of Prof. Charles Zueblin, sociol- 
ogist of the University 
of Chicago. 


given last night in denial of reports 
that he had championed the cause of 
"marriage by trial" in a lecture Tues- 
day. 
He declared that some published 


statements of his talk on ''The Com- 
mon Life" had been garbled, and em- 
phatically denied that he held any 
radical or revolutionary views on the 
matter. 


"My suggestion that 
engagements 


should be legalized so as to give less 
opportunity for the breaking of the 
marriage bond has been sadly -misun- 
derstood," the Professor said in discus- 
sing his lecture. "What could be more 
regular or just? I have not said any- 
thing which 
could indicate 
that 


I am hostile to the institution of mar- 
riage or the home. It is possible that 
I have used some terms which have 
not ben understood by leporters. 
I 


am sure they are understood by the 
majority of the students at the uni- 
versity. It is mv belief, as I express- 
ed it in my lecture, thol young people 
should have long engagements simply 
that they may become better ac- 
quainted and so keep out of future 
difficulties- 


"Long engagements which 
are 


made public, are in a way, legalized, 
and are broken with reluctance. 
It 


is true that where engagements have 
beer, of long standing grpat latitude 
mav be allowed 
in divorce. 
"When 


there are children to be considered I 


pve that divorces are wrong. I 


certainly did not pay or imply that 
the children were the only incentive 
to legal marriages. 


"After all th«« root of the matter 


lies in the fact Jhat women are ab- 
solutely dependent 
upon man. eco- 


nomically ?pealdng. 
Until won'an 


becomes an economical factor — tha' 
is. unlil she learns to do something 
thnt will make her independent — she 
•a-ni not tsfce her rightful place in so- 
ck 1y. \Vh«n she does heoome ind«- 
pcnde-nt. tii<> marrtasw question w;3!
